2.. According to information from the file c of a 
predecessor organization, Subject a member of the 

German Security Service in Lyons, Franc enduring World 
War II. He was described as being br u tal’aiQ d c rue 1 and 
he reportedly, shot his French agents whehjthey ware no 
longer useful. Following the wJiir , " he W 3 s /a--w Itne s s in 
several different trials involving war criminals/' He was 
arrested bv the Amer ica n a uthor itic a and his wa r : t ixne 
activities were investigated. However, ’He was later 


declassified and released by 
central intelligence, agency 
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released because the investigation was inconclusive. For 
a time after the war, he worked for the United States Army 
Counter Intelligence Corps. 

3. After the war, Subject wac accused by the Com- 
munist press of being a close colleague of Gestapo chief, 
Martin ISORMANN, and being responsible for the deaths 
of 5000 partisans. The Communist press also charged 
that Subject owned a hotel in the American occupied zone 
of Germany which served as headquarters for a nso-Nazi 
agent network.
